MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 
LOST BYWJLD GARLIC 


A method of eradicating wild gar­ 
lic over large areas has been develop­ 
ed that involves no extra expense, re­ 
quires only one extra breaking of the 
ground once a year for three years, 
permits the production of a normal 
crop every year and gives excellent 
results if properly carried ou t 
In order to be successful two things 
are absolutely essential— (1) a clear 
understanding of the method and (2) 
persistence. 
1. 
Start the work in the fall. Disc 
the land and plow deeply about No­ 
vember 1 to the 15, in such a man­ 
ner as to turn the tips of the garlic 
plants completely under, at the same 
time exposing as many bulbs as pos­ 
sible to frost. Unless the 
tips 
are 
completely covered, which means to ft 
depth of at least three 
inches, 
the 
plants will continue growth. 
A joint­ 
er attached to the beam of the plow 
is very helpful in 
this 
work. 
Fall 
plowing will destroy the plants from 
the soft bulbs before they have had a 
chance to form new bulbs. It will de­ 
stroy the small weak plants from the 
aerial bulblets (seeds). 
2. 
Leave 
the land 
rough 
over 
winter. 
3. 
Early 
the 
following 
spring 
about April 10 to 15, plow the 
land 
again. 
This will destroy the plants 
from the hand bulbs. 
4. 
Plant corn (preferable in check 
rows), potatoes, cowpeas or soybeans 
in rows. 
5. 
Cultivate 
thoroughly, 
prefer­ 
ably with gopher blades (knife culti­ 
vators or sweeps) which cut-the gar­ 
lic plants instead of burying 
them. 
Cultivation will destroy 
the plants 
from late-sprouting hard bulbs. 
Or­ 
dinarily few’ 
garlic 
shoots 
appear 
during the heat of the, summer. 
6 
Plow' deeply about November 15,; 
as formerly. 
Follow 
with 
spring | 
plowing and plant a cultivated crop 
(corn, potatoes, soybeans and 
cow­ 
peas in rows). 
If corn was used the 


first season, soybeans in rows may be 
preferred the second season. It is well 
to plant the rows 
between 
the 
old 
rows of the previous 
season. 
The 
spring plowing and cultivation will 
destroy the plants 
from 
the 
hard 
bulbs that failed to 
germinate 
the 
previous season. 
7. 
If the work has been carefully 
done the garlic will be well thinned 
out by the end of the second season. 
It is necessary »to repeat fall plow­ 
ing followed by spring plowing and 
a cultivated crop during 
the 
third 
year. 
8. 
When the land is returned 
to 
wheat, use pure seed. 
Small patches of wiid garlic can be 
destroyed by spraying 
for 
tWro or 
three successive years, about April 
to, before the heads form, 
For this 
purpose, waste 
oil from 
the 
farm 
tractor or from garages is most con­ 
venient. 
Strain 
through 
several 
thicknesses of cheese cloth, 
thin out 
writh kerosene and apph with a small 
hand pressure sprayer 
or knapsack 
sprayer. 
If a sprayer is not 
avail­ 
able, use a sprinkling can, but do not 
saturate the soil. 
Rubber parts 
of 
spraying outfits should be carefully 
cleaned after the oil is used. 
Where the cultural method is used 
to eradicate the garlic on large areas, 
it is advisable to destroy 
the weeds 
along fence row9 
by 
the 
spraying 
method. 
Unless this si done, the gar­ 
lic is almost certain to work its way 
back into the fields. 
For this purpose 
a pressure sprayer should he used and 
it is best to purchase orchard heating 
oil (sometimes called garlic oil) for 
the w'ork. 
The oil is 
used 
at 
the 
rate of 75 gallons per acre, 
so 
the 
combined area of 
the 
fence 
rows 
must he determined before purchas­ 
ing the oil. The first spraying should 
be done about April 15 of the season 
following the first fall plowing. One 
spraying per year for the <hree years 
will eradicate the garlic. 
Kerosense 
oil will not do the work, since it 
is 
not sufficiently heavy to penetrate in­ 
to the bulbs. 
Wild garlic can be desroyed by 
a 
system of cultivation consisting 
es­ 


sentially of deep fall plowing in such 
a manner as to turn the gariic tips 
complet» ly under, followed by 
early 
spring plowing and the planting of a 
cultivated crop such as corn or soy­ 
beans in rows. 
This method must be 
followed for at least three years.

condi­ 
tions than those now grown, and var* 
iation of corn planting dates and soil 
treatment. 
Plots located on the college’s farm 
here and in outlying soil experiment 
fields at DeKalb, Joile,t Minonk 
and 
Sidell will be utilized in the experi­ 
ments. 
More than 40 varieties 
and 
strains of corn will be tested to dis­ 
cover the ones best suited for 
corn 
borer conditions in Illinois. 
The investigations will be conduct­ 
ed along five main lines, according to 
preliminary plans. 
These are: 
1. 
The finding of varieties of com, 
or the.production of them by breed­ 
ing, that can be planted late enough 
to escape the eggs laid by the corn 
borer moths and still mature a good 
crop. 
2. 
The finding of varieties of corn, 
or the production of them by breed­ 
ing, that are least susceptible to com 
borer injury. 
3. 
Determination 
of 
the 
latest 
date at which it is practical to 
plant 


corn in an attempt to escape the corn 
borer eggs. 
4. 
Determination of the affect 
of 
thickness or closeness of planting re­ 
lative to com borer injury. 
5. 
Determination of the best soil 
treatments for hastening the matur­ 
ity of late planted com. 
In addtiion to discussing the 
col­ 
lege’s proposed com borer investiga­ 
tions, the Advisory 
Committee 
in­ 
spected the work of all divisions of 
the department, reviewing the wmrk 
that has b een done on soil fertility, 
soil biology, soil physics, soil experi­ 
ment fields, crop production, market­ 
ing, publications and soil and 
crop 
extension. 
The question of a forestry program 
for the State also came up at the ses- 
sion, members of the committee pass­ 
ing a resolution favoring such a poli­ 
cy.

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ROBERT E. LEE IN THE 
EKES H S U V E S 


On pleasant days 
an 
old 
negro 
preacher sits outaide of 
hi® 
little 
home in a Virginia 
pine grove and 
talks of the great times of the past. 
“Marse Robert?” he says, 
and 
his 
eyes brighten. 
“Marse Robert was 
the kindes’ man I ever knew, 
about 
the best man born to the white race, 
I guess. 
He had more patience than 
you would believe possible. 
Yes, sir, 
he was the nobles’ man I ever seed, 
and all through the war a Christian 
gen’lman. 
He fought and prayed and 
trusted to God”. 
At 88 the Rev. William Mack Lee 
missionary Baptist preacher, remem 
hers his “old m arster” with the vivid­ 
ness of devotion. 
When the 
wintei 
sunshine is warm enough outside his 
doorway, and his chair is tilted at the 
right angle, 
it 
sometimes 
becomes 
his delight to tell again of the four 
years that he followed 
Confederate 
campfires as cook 
and 
servant 
of 
Robert E. Lee. 
But he as something 
more beside, an humble friend and oc­ 
casional confidant of the master 
he 
served. 
Between the 
two 
lay 
the 
bonds of the hunting trail, of life at 
Arlington before the war, 
bringing 
them together in the intimacy of tht 
ante-bellum master and 
man. 
Both 
loved horses and dogs, 
and 
under­ 
stood one another. 
It was in the ear 
of William that ‘Miss Mary” whis­ 
pered, “Take care .of the general”, 
when he answered the 
summon.* to 
lead his countrymen. 
Although the parson's great mas­ 
ter went to join shadowy legions 
of 
many battlefields in 1870, the 
Rev. 
William Mack Lee continues in 
the 
enjoyment of his excellent faculties. 
He hopes to live a hundred years and 
remarks a bit slyly, as if he would 
beguile time, that a century of 
life 
means “only eleven years more”. He 
will reach 89 on July 
28, “providin’ 
the Ix>rd shall be willin'. ” 
William has a mixture 
of 
Indian, 
French and negro blood and is proud 
of the “blue veins in my arm ”. 
He 
also has a white head and white Van 
Dyke beard, w'orn in 
the 
fear that 
“folks may 
think I am a boy”. 
His 
step is sprightly and his eye is keen. 
A casual observer might say that he 
w-as 65, but never 
88. Every three 
months the government of Virginia 
sends him $6.25, the pension 
of 
a 
Confederate “servant”. 


William enjoys another and unique 
distinction, being the only man of all 
those once surrounding the southern 
leader who has lived to serve as 
a 
model for the Stone Mountain mem­ 
orial, near Atlanta, Ga. 
When 
this 
vast frieze along the mountain wall is 
completed it is expected to bear the 
likeness 
of 
William, 
holding 
the 
bridle of Traveler, famous war horse, 
and the stirrup of his master. He has 
ascended to the high platforms of the 
sculptors and laid his hand upon the 
enduring bridle of the horse he once 
groomed for epic battles. 
At a moment when only one Con­ 
federate leader of the first rank still 
survives, the recollections of William 
become a beacon lighting the shad­ 
ows that fall about his master. 
He 
remembers the general as though the 
war had ended yesterday, and as he 
knew' him long before the war, when 
he was a slave boy at Arlington, on 
the Potomac. 
The parson began his eventful life 
in 1838 at Stratford House, in West­ 
moreland County, ancestral home of 
the Lees. General Lee*then an officer 
in the United States 
army, 
w-as 31 
years old. 
He 
had 
married 
Mary 
Custis some years before and gone 
to live on the Arlington estate, over­ 
looking the Potomac and Washington. 
She was the great-granddaughter of 
M artha Washington, and heiress 
of 
broad lands w'ho brought to her sol­ 
dier husband much of wealth. 
At the time William’s master bro’t 
him to Arlington he was a little boy, 
but many scenes from the 
pleasant 
life of the big plantation and manor 
house yet linger in the memory 
of 
the gray old man sitting at his door 
on sunny days. Wrhen Arlington first 
rose .before his eyes, he thought it to 
be the strange place named 
heaven 
that he had heard other slaves talk 
about. Small wonder he should think 
the vision realized, gazing at the fine 
old mansion, with its tall columns in 
front, commanding a long sweep 
of 
the river. 
For more than a hundred 
years it had been 
a seat of culture 
and hospitality—enough to make any 
. slave boy’s eyes 
open wdie. 
Round 
about were the woods and fields and 
hunting trails of a colonial estate. 
“Miss Mary was 
always 
mighty 
proud to see 
Marse 
Robert 
come 
home”, said the parson, “ ’cause he 
as aw'ay a heap of the time. 
Off 
to 
the war in Mexico, against the 
In­ 
dians, or surveyin’ the rivers. There’d 
be a great cleanin’ for days befo' he 
1 came. 
We’d sweep 
the 
yard with

“I remember when he came 
home 
from Mexico—’48 I guess it was—and 
what a time we had at Arlington. All 
■the neighbors drove in to see him ar­ 
rive and 
we 
sent the 
carriage to 
Washington with the 
hosses’ 
tails 
tied in ribbons. 
Somehow the carri­ 
age missed him, and after 
we done 
waited hours, up he rides on a bor­ 
rowed hoss. My! but we was pow’ful 
surprised. 
WTiile everybody hollers 
a welcome, Marse Robert gits off the 
hoss ami comes up the steps, lookin’ 
for his little boy, 
Robert. 
He 
was 
terrible proud pf that boy, 
and 
no 
sooner does he see one about his size 
than he grabs him and begins kissin’ 
his face. 
But Marse Robert had been 
away to the war a long time and lit­ 
tle Robert had growed a lot. He made 
a mistake and grabbed one 
of 
the 
neighbor’s boys instead. 
How every­ 
body laughed! 
“My m arster was a great man for 
chillun. 
Loved every one 
of them, 
and most specially the girls. 
When 
he came home there used to be such 
a rumpus in his room every mornin’ 
you couldn’t hear yourself talk; 
no, 
sir. for a fact, you couldn’t. 
He had 
three boys, you know, and they would 
pile into his bed the first thing. Some 
of the girls, too, all of them wantin’ 
to hear about Mexico, where he was 
wounded, and how* it felt. 
‘Just like 
that’, Marse Robert would say, 
and 
give Jhem a pinch. 
Yes, sir, I 
can 
hear the squealin’ now. 
“Marse Robert was mighty good to 
this old man. 
He used to hold me on 
his knee sometimes when I was powT’- 
ful small and say to Miss Mary, ‘Take 
care of William, ’cause he ain’t no or­ 
dinary darky’. He was so good to me 
I guess I acted like a foolish boy. One 
day 
I called 
him 
‘pap’ right befo’ 
M iss Mary, but she laughed fit to kill 
and said, ‘No, William, he ain’t your 
pap. 
You must call him Marse Rob­ 
ert. Jim l^ee is your pap’. 
How was 
a boy like me to know such a 
kind 
m arster wasn’t his pap?” 
The parson closed his eyes and a 
slow smil ecrept over his face, look­ 
ing backward three-quarters of a cen- 
utry. But the smile passed on and he 
opened his eyes, moved by a new im­ 
pulse. 
“About the first thing when he got 
home, Marse Robert w'ould want to 
go huntin’, ” he continued. 
“Great 
hunter, my m arster was. 
We’d start 
befo’ breakfas’, hrm carrying a squir­ 
rel rifle and maybe ridin’ Grace Dar- 
lin\ his big chestnut mare. 
He rode 
that hoss all through 
the 
Mexican 
War and she was shot seven times. 
VVe could see the 
rough 
places 
in 
her coat where the 
bullets 
entered. 
And when w'e put a finger on one of 
them, she’d rear. 
Kind of tender, I 
guess. 
Had a temper, too. 
Yes, sir, 
she had a temper. 
Every time a rifle 
cracked she’d put her ears back look­ 
in’ for danger. 
But she loved Marse 
Robert, like everybody else, and when 
he’d speak to her kind of steady she’d 
go right 
on 
again. 
Marse Robert 
was a pow’ful fav’rite with 
hosses.

Bays was a 
fav’ite with the Lees too.

never let Miss Mary drive any of the 
hosses till they as broke to a wom­ 
an at the reins. 
Hosses are strange, 
that w'ay. 
Some of them won’t let a 
woman drive. 
They 
shies and runs 
away, and we didn’t mean for 
Miss 
Mary to get herself hurt. 
Poor Mis­ 
sy, she never was real strong, I guess 
and got to be an invalid. 
“Me? Oh, I mostly rode old Jack, 
the mule, a black devil, too. And the 
dogs would be runnin’ all around 
us 
when we went huntin’. 
They sure 
was some fine dogs. Jack and 
Pete, 
Blue No«e, Beaver ami Sail. Sail was 
half wolf, I remember, and kind 
of 
bad ’bout chasin’ cows, but a good 
hunter, too. 
He needed heatin’, that 
dog. 
“We would go after squirrels and 
rabbits in the mornin’s befo’ 
break­ 
fas’ 
I seed 
Marse 
Robert shoot a 
squirrel many times, jumpin’ between 
two trees. If a cottontail even showed 
his ur—ban!—and the dogs got him. 
Yes, sir, Marse Robert surely was a 
hunter. 
He rode hard them mornin’s, 
smilin’ to hisself, and takin’ a 
lead 


now and then while me and old Jack 
raced behind. 
Lord, them was happy 
days, befo’ we thought about war and 
killin’ men at the time. 
We hunted 
and fished and lived like folks 
was 
intended to live. 
“ ’Possums? 
I should say we did 
catch ’possums. 
In the fall 
Marse i 
Robert would begin to look around at 
nights and say to me, ‘William, 
the 
’possums ought to be 
about 
ready! 
now’. 
But I’d say, ‘No. Marse Rob­ 
ert, it’s too early yet. Ain’t no frost j 
on the persimmons, 
and 
a ’possum J 
sure do like persimmons’. 
But 
he 
won’t eat them till frost .falls. 
A 
’possum knows good persimmons bet­ 
ter ihan you and me. And there ain’t 
no fun huntin’ a ’possum 
till 
he’s 
tasted persimmons. 
Then his 
coat 
gets nice and soft and he is juicy for 
eatin’. 
“After the frost fell, me and Marse 
Robert would start out. maybe w'ith

bers of the General Assembly went 
on a dollar a day 
basis 
Wednesday 
and are naturally anxious to get thru 
as soon as possible. 
On account 
of 
some of the important measures con­ 
sidered progress has been made slow­ 
ly, but profitably to the people of the 
state. This much may be said with 
assurance this legislature is not go­ 
ing“ to pass on any question without 
full information and the people may 
congratulate themselves that this is 
(true. 
Now that the members are on short 
rations they are very glad to accept 
all dinner engagements and one came 
opportunely on the day 
the 
dollar 
wage went into effect. 
I)r. Sayman 
of St. Louis, representing a group of 
business men. gave a dinner for all 
members and the officers of the two 
Houses at the Central hotel. 
Thurs­ 
day night the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Senators gave a St. Patrick day 
dinner at the County Club to mem­ 
bers of the Senate, the senate officers, 
a few House members and the news­ 
paper correspondents. Next week the 
citizens of Jefferson City wiM 
give 
a dinner for all the members. 
The Senate has passed 
the 
joint 
and concurrent resolution submitting 
to the voters of the state a 
proposi­ 
tion to issue $10,000,000 bonds for the 
purpose of 
erecting 
and 
repairing 
buildings a t 
the 
University, 
state 
teachers' colleges and the state insti­ 
tutions. 
* 
The bond issue proposition for an 
additional $120,000,000 to finish 
the 
road program has been engrossed by 
the senate. 
It is quite possible, how­ 
ever. that it will not pass on 
third 
reading and more than probable that 
the House will turn it down if it does 
get by the Senate. 
Senator Morgan 
is holding to his position that the best 
way from now on is a pay-as-you-go 
policy. 
He estimates that there will 
be at least $15,000,000 available each 
year for road work and the 
comple­ 
tion of the projected system will 
be 
but slightly delayed. 
Bus regulation appear« to be cer­ 
tain since both houses have passed 
bills calling for effective regulation 
lunder the supervision of the 
Public 
Service Commission. The House pass­ 
ed its own bill and amended the Sen­ 
ate 
measure 
by 
substituting 
the 
House bill. 
A compromise bill 
will 
probably result and will insure pro­ 
per supervision of the busses on the 
roads of the state. 
Senator Buford 
has a bill to regulate the trucks 
on 
the highway. 
The 
House 
has 
passed the bill 
creating 
a 
revision 
committee to 
work on the statutes 
between 
ses­ 
sions, so as to save time at 
the be­ 
ginning of the 55th General 
Assem­ 
bly, which will be the revising sess­ 
ion.

commission of six members, three to 
be appointed by the President of the 
Senate and three by the Speaker of 
the House, which insures bi-partisan 
commission.

The properly made aauce Is well 
known to aid digestion; It enhances 
the quality of In­ 
sipid dishes either 
of meat or vege­ 
table, by Introduc­ 
ing the element of 
contraet of flavor

Sauce Piquante.—Cook In a sauce­ 
pan one cupful of vinegar with red 
pepper, salt, black pepper, thyme, bay 
leaf and celery salt.

Strain and 
add bouillon or the Juice of meat with 
which It la to be served. Stir well and 
serve. 
Sauce a la Provancaie.—Put togeth­ 
er in a pan, chopped shallots, mush­ 
rooms, a bouquet of herbs, a cupful of 
bouillon, salt and pepper and several 
teaspoonfuls of olive; mix In a little 
flour and cook for half an hour.

Check Diseases 
by Fertilizing 
f__ 


Phosphate, Limestone and 
Manure Benefit Corn Qual­ 
ity and Yield. 


One of the outstanding results of the 
corn disease studies being made by 
the college of agriculture, University 
of Illinois, is the favorable effect of 
manure, limestone and phosphate upon 
the yield and quality of disease-in­ 
fected corn, It is reported by E. E. 
DeTurk, chief In soil technology at the 
college. 
As an average of 21 comparisons 
covering a period of four seasons at 
Urbana and Bloomington, the above 
treatment lncreused the yield of corn 
from good seed from 06.2 bushels to 
77.7 bushels an acre, or 11.5 bushels; 
while with diseased seed the Increase 
amounted to 14.3 bushels, the yield be­ 
ing raised from 52.4 to 60.7 bushels. 
Obtain Yield of Sound Corn. 
While some of the damage of corn 
rot diseases can be greatly reduced by 
soil treatment, other Injury cannot be 
so reduced. The yield finally obtained 
in any case is the result of many fac­ 
tors, some working for and some 
against the corn, some for and some 
against the parasitic fungi. Whenever 
a 
set of conditions is established 
which are favorable for the growth of 
corn, but which affect the disease- 
producing organism unfavorably, or 
not at all, a good yield of sound corn 
will be obtained. 
On the other hand, 
if the particular disease organism in­ 
volved responds favorably to the same 
influences which favor the corn, the 
corn produced may be even poorer in 
yield or quality lhau If the treatments 
had been omitted. 
Thus, In one case the total yield of 
corn from good weed was Increased 
2.4 bushels, while from fusarim-lu- 
fected seod the increase was 12 bushels 
! for treatment with rock phosphate In 
addition to organic mauures. 
The in­ 
creases In sound corn alone were 4.3 
bushels and 18.4 bushels for good and 
fusarim-infected seed, respectively. In 
this case conditions favoring the corn 
j plant did uot likewise favor the growth 
of the diseaKe-producing organism. 
With dlpl odin-infected seed, a dif­ 
ferent situation exists.

Discover New Possibility. 
An important outcome of these In­ 
vestigations has been the discovery 
of a new possibility lg combining com 
breeding with fertilisation'for larger 
and more economical yields. 
It has 
been found possible, for instance, to 
develop, by selection and breeding, 
•trains of corn which have more than 
the usual capacity for absorbing and 
utilising phosphate from the soil and 
particularly from added phosphates. 
These developments may ultimately 
come to mean much to the corn 
grower. 
Attacking corn diseases from many 
angles has taught 
the lesson that 
these Important diseases cannot be 
eliminated or controlled by any one 
method. 
Some gains have been made 
through fertilizer treatment and much 
more by seed selection and breeding, 
but neither of these nor even both to­ 
gether can be expected to furnish the 
complete solution of the problem.

Large Tax on Farmers 
Olean seed and clean land will help 
the farmers to save hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars this year, according 
to a statement Just Issued by the ex­ 
tension division. Department of Agri­ 
culture of the University of Minne­ 
sota. 
The statement referred to prints 
figures obtained from C. P. Bull, weed 
commissioner of the state department 
of agriculture, to the effect that more 
than $075,000 was paid by farmers for 
threshing the dockage of Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Mon­ 
tana. in a single year, and that more 
than $800,000 was paid for shipping 
the same stuff to market. 
It is further estimated that on the 
basis of the average acreage of wheat 
In Minnesota for the last five years,

This year the coutrol of hog cholera 
is hampered somewhat by a temporary 
shortage of serum for Immunizing au- j 
sceptible animals. 
The situation le 
made more serious by the fact that 
a large proportion of swine in the 
United States have not been Im­ 
munized owing to the low ebb of 
cholera In recent years. More than 
that, hogs at this season of the year j 
are of good size and a great many are 
being fattened for market. 
Large 
hogs require more serum for proper 
immunization than small pigs, the 
dosage being governed by the weight 
of the animal. Serum conkpaples ore

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now increasing their production, but 
as the proceas of serum manufacture 
requires several weeks, stock owners 
are urged to take special precautions 
in the meantime. When serum for im­ 
munizing cannot be obtained, selfe 
Imposed 
quarantine 
measures 
are 
highly desirable. These Include the ex­ 
clusion from hog lots and hog pas­ 
tures 
of 
stock 
buyers, 
neighbors, 
stray dogs, * and other possible car­ 
riers of hog-cholera infection. 
Sanitation of hog lots and houses 
should receive attention also, with a 
view of destroying possible larking 
places for the virus. The use of dis­ 
infectants and also direct sunlight are 
effective against hog-cholera infection. 
Outbreaks of hog cholera should be re­ 
ported Immediately by the most direct 
means to federal and state sanitary 
officials who will make Investigations, 
diagnoses, and render such further 
aid as their field forces can handle.

CARE OF 
CHICKS 


There is no iron cla<l rule to he fol- 
lowed in mining baby chick», howev­ 
er. in order to make a success, certain 
rtiues should be observed. Hatch ear­ 
ly, feed a balance ration, avoid over­ 
feeding, brood each hatch separately, 
range on fresh ground. 
The first 
tw enty-four 
hours 
the 
chicks should not be fed anything as 
nature has provided them with food 
in the nature of the yolk of the egg 
that, is absorbed in the body the last 
thing before the chick breaks from 
the shell. 
Coarse sand or fine grit 
may then be placed before them, fol­ 
lowed by dry oat meal, stale breac 
crumbs, or hard boiled egg chopped 
fine with the 
shell. 
Fresh 
watei 
should he kept before them 
all 
the 
time and so enclosed that the chicks 
cannot get into it. 
When from 7 to 10 days old, a dry 
1 mash of equal parts bran, shorts and 
corn meal, with a small per cent of 
tankage or meat scrap, or bone meal, 
can be placed before them in a hold­ 
er. This m ixture can be kept before 
them one-third of the time. 
When six weeks old, the dry mash1 
can be kept before them all the time 
and a mixture of 
commercial 
chick 
feed at stated times is 
relished 
by 
chicks 
and 
keeps 
them 
growing. 
Chicks must be kept dry 
and 
shade 
provided for them. 
They should 
be 
given green food as early as possi­ 
ble and grit and charcoal kept handy 
where they pick 
it 
whenever they 
want to. 
A range where insects and 
green food can be found insures heal­ 
thy and quick growth.

Federal income tax paym ents for the 
first quarter of 1927 ineiicate

will be a Treasury surplus 
for 
the 
current year of from $500,000,000 to 
$600,000,000. 
This means that tax 
payers, income and corporation, 
a« 
well os those paying the* burdenAome 
sales taxes, are 
paying 
into 
the 
T reasur yin excess of 
a half-billion 
dollars more than is needed for the 
expenses of the Government, includ­ 
ing paym ents on the national debt. 
When Dem«>eratic leaders urged 
a 
lowering of tax rates at the last ses­ 
sion 
of 
Congress, 
every indication 
Treasury 
in excess of a hilf-hillion 
dollars. 
T reasury officials and 
Re 
publican leaders in Congress said the 
figure 
was 
excessive, 
the surplus 
would not be nearly that great, and 
that tax reduction could not be mad« 
with safety. 
The Democrats propos­ 
ed repeal of the automobile and other 
excise taxes 
and relief for corpora 
tion and individual income taxpayers. 
By road-roller metlvxls, the Republi­

Following directions 
contained in 
an Indian legend, Dr. Pease believes 
he has located an Indian cave whose 
entrance has been covered by sedent­ 
ary slides. He began excavations last 
sum m er. 
He also found a num ber of 
stones. 
The sides are laid in a sem i­ 
circle, the edges of the 
flat 
stones 
projecting inward to support a wide, 
flat stone, which form s the top. 
“ Inside, in each case, 
I found 
a 
human skeleton and at the mouth in­ 
dications of a fire either of large pro­ 
portions or one m aintained for a long 
tim e” , says Dr. Pease. 
“ W ithin the 
tombs in most cases were found wea- j 
pons and ornam ents. 
There are six types of mounds 
in 
Southeast 
M issouri—cairn, 
house, 
cerem onial, observation, 
burial 
and 
sacrificial, aoording to Dr. Pease. 
“The cerem onial mounds sometimes 
cover several 
acres 
and 
are quite 
high. 
The one south of Dexter con­ 
tains 100,000 cubic yards of dirt and 
covers five 
acres. 
It is 
150 
feet 
high. 
“The Mound of the Sun 
and 
the 
Mound of the Moon are near C harles­ 
ton. There is ont* also near New Ma­ 
drid. 
“In regions where there are no na­ 
tural points of vantage, 
the mound 
builders erected high 
mounds 
that 
are sm all in area for signal purjMises. 
Rarely 
is

in 
them. 
There are

Dr. Sayman

Houses at the Central hotel. 
Thurs­ 
day night the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Senators gave a St. Patrick day 
dinner at the County Club to mem­ 
bers of the Senate, the senate officers, 
a few House members and the news­ 
paper correspondents. Next week the 
citizens of Jefferson City wi’l 
give 
a dinner for all the members. 
The Senate has passed 
the 
joint 
and concurrent resolution submitting 
to the voters of the state a 
proposi­ 
tion to issue $10,000,000 bonds for the 
purpose of 
erecting 
and 
repairing 
buildings at 
the 
University,

teachers colleges and the state insti­ 
tutions.

the senate.

Check Diseases 
by Fertilizing 


Phosphate, Limestone and 
Manure Benefit Com Qual­ 
ity and Yield. 


One of the outstanding results of the 
corn disease studies being made by 
the college of agriculture, University 
of Illinois, Is the favorable effect of 
manure, limestone and phosphate upou 
the yield and quality of disease-in­ 
fected corn, it Is reported by E. K. 
DeTurk, chief In soil technology at the 
college. 
As an average of 21 comparisons 
covering a period of four seasons at 
Urbana and Bloomington, the above 
treatm ent tncreused tbe yield of corn 
from good seed from 46.2 bushels to 
77.7 bushels an acre, or 11.5 bushels; 
while with diseased seed the Increase 
amounted to 14.3 bushels, the yield be­ 
ing raised from 52.4 to 66.7 bushels. 
Obtain Yield of Sound Corn. 
While some of the damage of corn 
; rot diseases can !** greatly reduced by 
soli treatm ent, other Injury cannot be 
so reduced. The yield Anally obtained 
In any case Is the result of many fac­ 
tors, 
some working for aud some 
against the corn, some for and some 
against the parasitic fungi. Whenever 
a 
set 
of conditions is established 
which are favorable for the growth of 
corn, but which affect the disease- 
producing organism unfavorably, or 
not at all, a good yield of sound corn 
will be obtained. 
On the other hand, 
if the particular disease organism In­ 
volved responds favorably to the same 
Influences which favor the corn, the 
corn produced may be even poorer in 
yield or quality tliau if the treatm ents 
had been omitted. 
Thus, In one case the total yield of 
corn from good seed was increased 
2.4 bushels, while from fusarim-lu- 
fvoted seed ttie increase was 12 bushels 
for treatm ent with rock phosphate In 
addition to organic manures. 
The In 
creases In sound corn alone were 4.3 
bushels aud 18.4 bushels for good and 
fusarim-lnfected seed, respectively. In 
this case conditions favoring the corn 
plant did not likewise favor the growth 
of the disease-producing organism. 
With dlpl<»dlH-it>fected seed, a dtf- j 
ferent 
situation 
exists.

planted corn, rock phosphate had a j

Discover New Possibility. 
An im portant outcome of theae In 
veetigatlons has been the discovery 
of a new possibility In combining corn 
breeding with fertilisation* for larger 
and more economical yields. 
It has 
been found possible, for instance, to 
develop, by selection and breeding, 
strains of corn which have more than 
the usual capacity for absorbing and 
utilising phosphate from the soil and 
particularly from added phosphates. 
These developments may ultimately 
come to mean 
much 
to the corn 
grower. 
Attacking corn diseases from many 
angles has taught 
the 
lesson that 
these Im portant diseases cannot be 
eliminated or controlled by any one 
method. 
Some gains have been made 
through fertilizer treatm ent and much 
more by seed selection and breeding, 
but neither of these nor even both to­ 
gether can be expected to furnish the 
complete solution of the problem.
